providing, in the display of the property page in response to selection of a 
first selection element, a first appearance of the control region of the property page. 
inte r fac e , and providing a second appearance of the control region in the display of the 
property page int e rfac e in response to selection of the second selection element, 

wherein data corresponding to the same control is can be input in a different 
manner in accordance with the different appearances of the control region of the property 
page based on the selection of the first and second selection elements.

page at least first and second selection elements each corresponding to a same control and 
representing a different appearance a p p e a r anc e s of a control region of the property page 
displayed within the property page, each appearance of the control region corresponding to 
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the same control provided by the inte r fac e of the property page; and (2) to provide, in the 
property page in response to selection of the first a selection element, a first appearance of 
the control region displayed within the property page, inte r face co rr esponding to the first 
selection element, and to provide, in within the display of the property page, a second 
appearance of the control region of the property page int e rfac e in response to selection of 
the second selection, 

wherein data corresponding to the same control is can be input in a different 
manner in accordance with the different appearances of the control region of the property 
page based on the selection of the first and second selection elements.

95. (Currently Amended) Computer-executable process steps stored on 
a computer-readable medium, the process steps for use on a computer system to provide a 
user interface, the process steps comprising: 

code to display a property page providing an interfac e , containing plural 
elements, each of the plural elements being either shown or hidden, and to display as part 
of in the property page at least first and second selection elements each corresponding to a 
same control and representing a different a ppearance a p p e arances of a control region of the 
property page displayed within the interface displayable in the property page , each 
appearance of the control region corresponding to the same control provided by the 
property page ; and 

code to provide, in the display of the property page in response to selection 
of the first selection element, a first appearance of the control region of the property page, 
int er fac e , and to provide, in the display of the property page, a second appearance of the 
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control region of the property page inte r face in response to selection of the second selection 
element, 

wherein data corresponding to the same control is can b e input in a different 
manner in accordance with the different appearances of the control region of the property 
page based on the selection of the first and second selection elements.

102. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable medium which stores 
computer-executable process steps for use on a computer system to provide a user 
interface, the process steps comprising: 

a displaying step to display a property page pr oviding an int er fac e, and to 
display as part of in the property page at least first and second selection elements each 
corresponding to a same control and representing a different appearance of a control region 
of the property page displayed within the property page, each appearance of the control 
region corresponding to the same control provided by app e a r anc e s of the int er fac e 
displayable in the property page; 

a providing step to provide, in the display of the property page in response 
to selection of the first selection element, a first appearance of the control region of the 
property page inte r fac e corresponding to the first selection element, and to provide, in the 
display of the property page, a second appearance of the control region of the property page 
inte r face in response to selection of the second selection, 

wherein data corresponding to the same control is can b e input in a different 
manner in accordance with the different appearances of the control region of the property 
page based on the selection of the first and second selection elements. 
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103. (Previously Presented) A computer-readable medium according to 
Claim 102, wherein said property page has a control region, which comprises at least one 
control element.

108. (Original) A computer-readable medium according to Claim 102, 
wherein the process steps are computer-executable in a windowing environment. 
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
